GOLDEN WEDDING DAY 


Brakeman Meets Death 
At Railroad Station 


George F. Anderson, 56 years of 
age, of Brattleboro, a brakeman 
of the Central Vermont Railroad 
met death Friday morning shortly 
after ten o’clock, when he fell un- 
der the wheels of the southbound 
freight as he started to get aboard. 
The train had stopped at the 
Northfield station at the foot of 
Parler Ave. and as it started Mr. 
Anderson grasped for the step 
and ladder between cars but slip- 
ped and was ground under the 
wheels meeting death instantly. 

He was born in Athol, Sept. 6, 
1879, son of George Anderson and 
Mrs. Nora (Breen) Anderson. He 
spent most of his life in Brattle- 
boro and was employed for 39 
years on the ‘ Central Vermont 
railroad. He was married 26 
years ago to Albena Filion. Ander- 
son was a member of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen. 

He is survived by his widow, 
and mother, Mrs. Nora Duggan 
of Brattleboro; a son, Corp. Fra® 
cis Anderscn of Camp Rucker, 
Ala.; a daughter, Barbara of 
Brattleboro; a brother, William of 
Brattleboro; and a_step-brother 
and sister, Edward and Kathryn 
Duggan, both of Brattleboro. 

After the body was viewed by 
the medical examiner, it was re- 
moved to Kidder’s funeral parlors 
and later taken to Brattleboro 
where the funeral services were 
held and the burial took place.
